DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to applicant's amendments submitted 19 December 2006. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: in the 
preamble of the claim a "user position" is referred to. This should be changed to a "use 
position". Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 12 is objected to because of the following informalities: the needle 
retaining member in the third paragraph of the body of the claim lacks antecedent basis. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Priority 

3. Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 , or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied 
with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date under 35 
U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

The later-filed application must be an application for a patent for an invention 
which is also disclosed in the prior application (the parent or original nonprovisional 
application or provisional application). The disclosure of the invention in the parent 
application and in the later-filed application must be sufficient to comply with the 
requirements of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. See Transco Products, Inc. v. 
Performance Contracting, Inc., 38 F.3d 551, 32 USPQ2d 1077 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 
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The disclosure of the prior-filed application, Application No. 10/242, 976, fails to 
provide adequate support or enablement in the manner provided by the first paragraph 
of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 for one or more claims of this application. The parent application does 
not provide support for the first housing portion extending along as axis and the 
longitudinal member extending from the housing along the axis in the use position and 
being captured by the housing in the nonuse position. This subject matter will be given 
the filing date of the present application, 13 November 2003. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Triplett 
et al (US 7,097,637). 

Regarding claims 1-23, Triplett teaches a medical device having a use position 
(Fig 1) and a nonuse position (Fig 2), comprising a housing (see especially Fig 6) with 
first (20) and second (44), having two pieces (44 and 50) and a slot (45), sections, a 
longitudinal member (30) with a channel (34), a needle (80), first and second wing 
portions (40), primary locks (24,30), and secondary locks (54) 

5. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mogensen et al (US 6,830,562). 

Regarding claims 1-11, Mogensen teaches a medical device having a use 
position (Fig 8) and a nonuse position (Fig 6), comprising a housing with first (130) and 
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second (128), having two pieces (128 and 136) and a slot (which 113 rests in), sections, 
a longitudinal member (142) with a channel (distally projecting area when in the nonuse 
position), a needle (112), first and second wing portions (166), and first housing portion 
locks (158) and longitudinal member locks (114, adhesives), and a needle retaining 
member (129). The "axis" is the axis which is parallel to the patients skin. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-23 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Haber et al (US 5,536,253). 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
